Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claimsl, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 12, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by De Borde (US 5,416,423). 

De Borde teaches a method of verifying an integrity of a smart card comprising a 
smart card (3) connected/inserted to the card reader wherein the contacts of the card 
reader serving as a physical interface, verifying an integrity of the smart card using 
measuring capacitance serving as electrical characteristic, that is, external circuitry 
connected to the smart card will detected by measuring and comparing capacitance 
using an amplitude detector (2) (see figs. 1-2; col. 2, line 43-col. 4, line 10).

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 10, 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Although, the best prior art of record to De Borde teaches to verify the integrity of 
the smart card for detecting external circuitry, he fails to particularly teach or fairly 
suggest that the terminal comprise a first and second measure circuit for measuring a 
first/second current for comparing purposes and the physical interface is calibrated to 
create at least one viable electrical property at the physical level for allowing normal 
transaction with the smart card but causing the interface to fail if the circuit extending 
arrangement is coupled to the physical interface as set forth in the claims.
